Decrease in the Cotton Crops of the South- 
ern States. 

Col uus, 8. C., Nov. 9%-—[Special.}—The 
State Commissioner of Agricu‘ture today com- 
pleted his annual report. The showing made 
is far below last year, which was considered a 
disastrous agricuitural year. The total area 
in the cultivation of the principal erops was 
reduced 76,006 acres below last year. This re- 
ducuion is accotinted for by the destruction of 
crops on bottom lands by the spring floods and 
the failure of farmers to replant. The de 
crease in the producnon of cotton compared te 
last year is 67,060 bales: decrease in corn, 
2,655,000 bushels; decrease in the produc- 
tion of rice, 13,000,000 pounds. Increase in 
oats, 892,000 bushels; in tobaceo, 238,000 
pounds; in sweet potatoes, 215,000 busheis.. 
The decrease in the cotton, corn, and rice 
crops axgregates a decrease in the value of 
the agricultural products for the State of 
$6,500,000.. The decrease in cotton is attrib- 
uted principally tothe operations of the new 
Priority Lien law, which deprived many 
tenant farmers of the means of obtaining 
credit from factors and merebants and de- 
structive spring floods.

Futures in Grain. 

Announcement was made at the Produce 
Exchange today of a decision in a case that 
bas long provoked interest among the brokers 
of that exchange, and so much consequence 
was attached to it that the exchange authori 
ties prepared a synopsis of it for the informa- 
tion of members. The case involves the 
validity of contracts made in orders on “ fut- 
ures,” whether such contracts are only a part 
of a mere gambie or whether they are binding 
as legitimate transactions. The decision is 
that such dealings are binding. This special 
case was brought by K A. Kent & Co. against 
Jesse G. Woodhull for losses amounting to 
$11,000 sustained In speculating in futures in 
grain and provisions. The Hon. Edward 
Mitchell acted as referee. 

The defendant denied everything: alleged 
that if the piaintiffs made any contracts they 
wrongfully canceled the same through “ ring 
settiements”; that they were wagering or 
gambling contracts, eto. He demanded a Dill 
of itema, called for the option books, and ex- 
amined pisintifis’ clerks, brokers, and expert 
witnesses, and compelied the exact tracing of 
every transaction made for defendant, and 
also the transaction against which it was 
“settled” or “rung out,” so that the actual 
practical bearing and legal effect of * option 
trade, “direct settie ments, and * 
out“ were cleariy illustrated before the court. 
The referee attaches to his opinion a state- 
ment covering each transaction separately. 
He decides chat options are valid contracts; 
that no intention to make a wager or gamble 
in market fuctuations was shown; that the 
system or custom of “ringing out” is binding 
upon defendant and all others who, having 
knowledge or notice of ite existence, make 
no objections, and plaintiffs, having acted in 
good faith, are entitled to judgment for their 
damages, with interest end costs. |

Others in a Sanitary Sense.

More importance attaches to the question of 
a proper street-paving than is generaily 
supposed.

In fact, itis the least important of 
all. The saving of genera! health should be the 
first thing to consider in connection with this 
matter. How great a factor in the breedimg 
and then in the carrying of disease-germs and 
of a thousand dangerous fungi the accu mulated 
decaying dust and filth of acity’s street may be 
has never been definitly or accurately deter- 
mined, but it has been proven that streets that 


are badi paved cannot be properly cieaned, 
and that imperfectiy cleansed streets dissemi- 


‘pate disease and death.

blocks are not the best types of 
paying, any more than. the aspbait 
roadway is. The spaces between the stones in 
a Belgian pavement become receptacies for 
decaying matter and fill up with the putrid 
mass more and more each day, and in time be- 
come a centre of reeking pestilence. When 
the rain falls beavy, noxious vapors are given 
off that are detrimental to bealth. It the sun 
shines on it strong, penetrating odors mat the 
oxygen in the atmosphere cannot always 
counteract go up end the work of dis- 
ease death xo on. The asphalt, 
if dleaned and diligentiy tended, lis 
many of the reouirements of sa per- 
fect pavement, bat in wet weather it becomes 
a dangerous trap, where the descent Of man 
and peast becomes most easy and likely. From 
a sanitary standpoint I would say a pa t 
made of wedge-shaped fire-bricks set an 
arch on a foundation of sand and gravel, with 
a pitoh and sand top coating, is the best. Such 
a pavement has been tried in Wheeling, end is 
said to be firm, water-tight, clean, and smooth. 
It is also said to have power to resist pressure, 
and is noiseless, durable, and cheap. Its cost,

It was used with 
poweriul effect by Ames to «ive color to their 
charge that McGill was the tool of the wheat 
ring. This cost McGill many thousands of 
Republican farmers’ votes, Besides, Moin 
himself was not sufficientiy well known to be 
able to make bis public character and ante- 
cedents a sufficient defense against these 
slanders. Ames, on the other band, made 
himself substantially solid with a great major- 
ity of the labor vote of both St. Paul and Min- 
neapolis by his attitude during the strike, en- 
gineered for political purposes by his hench- 
men. Thon the great power of the organized 
body of brewers and saioonkeepers througbout 
the State was exerted actively in his favor, 
and against the Nepublicans, by reason of the 
bigb-license plank in the orm. This es- 
tranged aiso a large part of the German vote. 
The same causes entered largely into the de- 
feat of the Republican candidates for Congress 
in three districts, though in each of these 
cases local and personal causes contributed 
powerfully to the result.

The Drug Business in Kansas Is Simply 
Booming. 


New York Sun: Our esteemed contemporary 
the Free Press of Osage Oity, Kas., bas rendered 
a notable service to the cause of temperance. 
The Prohibitory law in that State, asin Maine, 
bas transferred a good deal of tee retail liquor 
business from the saloons and barrooms to the 
drugs shops. The red, and biue, and violet 
lights in the apotmecary’s window are the 
beacons by which the wbirety teper steers his 
course. As he enters the, door be makes up 
his mind what alimeat be has; and: wen he 
asks for the remedy and gets it, and disposes 
of it with the old-fashioned crook of the elbow. 
It is very simple. 

Uader the existing law in Kansas, as con- 
strued by the Attorney-General, and as under- 
stood generally througbout the State, the pur- 
chasher of liquor at an apothecary's is the sole 
judge of its necessity. He is also the sole 
judge of his own pathological condition. After 
be has gone before a Probate Judge and made 
a statement and paid a fee ef five cents no 
one is legaliy authorised to say that he 
shall not then proceed to the nearest druggiat’s 
and buy brandy for indigestion, or Jameica 
rum for seasickness, or lager beer for an in- 
cipient boilon the back of his neck. The 
present system is a great thing tor the Probate 
Judges and a big bonanza for the apothecaries 
of Kansas. 


From the records of all the drug shops in 
Osage County the Free Press has compiled a 
list of the diseases and other pretexts alleged 
during a single month for the purpose of ob- 
taining liquor. The drug shops are in the 
seven Towns of Oarbondale, Scranton, Bar- 
lingame, Osage City, Lyndon, Melvern, and 
Quenemo, the aggregate povnulation of the 
seven being 0,674. It is probable, bowever, 
that although the shops are all situated in 
these cities or viliages, a considerable part of 
their custom comes from the rural 
The population of the county is 25,839. 

In a singie month the nineteen apothecaries 
of Usage County recorded 2,812 separate sales 
of liquer, a large part obviousiy being to ama- 
teur patients and professional invalids. The 
favorit medicine was lager beer. The apothe- 
caries sold 788 quarts, apparentiy from the 
keg, besides 2,154 bottles and 9 cases. 7 
also sold 28 M pints of ale. This shows 
the malt cure bas an astonishing vogue in 
Kansas. Next in demand for medicinal pur- 
poses was whisky, the sales of which by the 
pint amounted to 692, and by the casual ounce 
or drink to 244. Among the other specifics in 
the new Kansas pharmacopoia are gin, biack- 
berry brandy, Aagelica wine, Muscat, and a 
curious remedy recorded not less than twen- 
ty-six times as liquor, no denomination.” 

The list of diseases alleged by the 2,812 pur- 
chasers gives us a good idea of the variety 
and extent of the disorders prevailing in this 
terribly affected community. Three hundred 
and fifteen different ailments found their way 
to the alcohol department of the drug shops. 
Here are some of them, with figures denoting 
the frequency of the respective cases:

It insures a fair chunt, an honest 
ballot, and good order and decency at the 
polls. It has abolished election rowdyism, 
and rendered the gang powerless for evil. 

There is, however, room for improvements 
which have suggested themselves from ob- 
servation of its working. It was impossible 
under the circumstances attending the passage 
of the law, on account of lack of time and 
gang opposition, to make it a wholly perfect 
measure. No changes could be made in the 
House because of the fear that the gang ex- 
ponents of Van-Peltism, Jomackinism, and 
Carter-Harrisonism would try to bave the 
bill killed if any amendments were offered to 
it. To save the bill if had to be passed ex- 
actly as it came from the Senate. 

The changes Which seem most desirable— 


make pravision for bringing the day of regis- 
tration closer to the time of election; (2) pro- 
vision for transfer of voters’ names from 
one registry list to another in case of change 
of residence, so that time of transfer will be 
brought down to the latest hour possible; 
(3) a moderate enlargement of precincts; 
(4) provision for registration for the June 
judicial election; (5) the preservation of the 
tickets for six months, as is done in all other 
parts of the State, in order toprevent judges 
from fraudulently miscounting the result on 


candidates. 
The first of the changes suggested is nec- 


essary in the interest of equity, and is desir- 
able for political reasons. There should also 
be two days of registration, and those ought 
to be the Saturday and the Monday ten and 
eight days preceding the day of election re- 
spectively. This would greatly accommo- 
date traveling-men, rallroad-men, and busi- 
ness-men who are now deprived of their 
votes under the one-day system. Such men 
usually return to their homes Saturday even- 
ing ahd many do not leave until the follow- 
ing Monday. The three weeks’ limit of the 
law as it stands has been found too long. 
It works injustice to such an er- 
tent that the action of Judge Pren- 
dergast in deciding that a person who 
may become a citizen before voting day, but 


who is not a citizen registration day, may be 
registered notwithstanding has not been 
questioned. The time between the Monday 
of the week preceding election and the poll- 
ing day affords ampje time for scrutiny. One 
serious evil growing out of the present ar- 
tangement is that it prolongs party cam- 
paigns. Conventions have to be held six or 


eight weeks before election, in order that the 
party electioneering machinery may be util- 
ized for registration. This is an imposition 
on the candidates and the public. The minds 
of the people are distracted from their busi- 
ness too long by the heated disputes of the 
politicians. In Cook County, which has two 
and sometimes three elections every year, 
any one canvass ought not to occupy more 
than two or three weeks. Bringing the last 
day .of registration closer to the election 
would therefore be not only equitable to the 
voter, a saving of time and money to the 
candidates, but a decided advantage to the 
business community as well. It could only 
be objected to by the groggerykeepers, who 
would not like the change, as it would dimin- 
ish the sale of whisky. 

That there should be greater facilities for 
the transfer of voters from one polling-list to 
another in case of changeof residence is 
obvious... It is an injustice to the voter to 
limit the time.of transfer unnecessarily. If 
provision is made for indicating the date ot 
transfer in the listof the precinct removed 
from and in the list of the precinct removed 
to, and if care is taken as to proof of change of 
residence, there is no good réason why trans- 
fers should not be made up to the time the lists 
are handed by the Election Commissioners to 
the judges immediately preceding election. 
Proof of change of residence could be readily 
furnished to the Election Commissioners, and

The limitations as to time of trans- 
fet now are vexatious, especially m the case 
of unmarried men and of voters whose busi- 
ness calling necessitates a frequent change of 
residence, 

It is probably the observation of every in- 
telligent citizen that the polling precincts are 
too small now. The judges have not enough 
to do during the polling hours, The voting 
according to the new law can be almost un- 
interrupted. ‘There Is not, as under the old 
law, any challenging to speak of, any swear- 
ing in, or questioning or cross-questioning, as 
every voter’s name is recorded on the poll 
lists. ‘The polling day is for casting ballots. 
A vote every minute is a slow average now. 
This would permit 600 votes in the ten hours 
from 6a. m. to 4 p. m., and of 700 votes 
from 6 a. m. to 5 p. m., if, as has been gen- 
erally suggested, the closing of the polls 
shall be extended one hour. It is the ex- 
perience of two elections now that not more 
than 75 per cent of the registered vote is 
polled. This willno doubt be increased at 
Presidential elections. But under all the cir- 
cumstances the maximum vote to the pre- 
cinct ought to be placed at 600, and if the 
time of pollmg is extended it might be placed 
at 650. This would permit the reduction of 
precincts by one-half, and materially diminish 
the present very large public cost of election. 
It would also diminish the expenses of candi- 
dates by reducing the number of peddiers to 
be employed nearly one-half. The change 
suggested would cut down the total expenses 
of a contest in the county from $40,000 to 
less than $25,000, Economy is demanded by 
the general public opinion. 

The fourth change suggested is absolutely 
necessary, No provision is made in the law 
for registration before the June judicial 
elections, in some cases of Circuit Judges, in 
this district of a Supreme Court Judge. 
This was clearly an oversight due to the 
hurry in which the bill was gotten up after 
the Harrisonisn political debauchery of the 
municipal campaign of 1885 and the haste in 
which it was rushed through for the reasons 
already stated. 

The tickets should be preserved = six 
months, as under the general law of the 
State without them there is really no way of 
getting a recount to correct errors or frauds 
or to contest an election, no matter how 
wrongly the result may ve been de- 
clared, The judges can com under the 
present law to count out any candidate in a 
close election by reporting the number of 
votes cast falsely, and there is no way to 
prove it on them or to correct the wrong. 

_All those changes have no doubt suggest- 
ed themselves to the members-elect of the 

An early discussion of them 
will be healthy and beneficial. No serious 
objections will probably be made to them. 
They are clearly in the interest of the 
voters, the taxpayers, the candidates, and 
the general public. Fortunately the next 
Legislature will be controlled by the friends 
of the law, among whom there is a 
number of bright, active young men 
this, city who huve carefully observed the 
working of the law, and who had impressed 
on their minds the desirability of the 
changes suggested. 


THE “SAINTS ” REMEDIES FOR POVERTY. 

A correspondent of Tue Tarmuns in a 
letter published Sunday suggests that a re- 
ward be offered for a cogent statement by the 
Knights of Labor and Socialists of their 
griefs and the remedies they propose, said 
remedies not todo more harm than good to 
the community at large.” 

‘To offer a reward is not necessary. There 
have already been two sets of remedies put 
forward in the name of the organizations re- 
ferred to. One is that propounded by Henry 
George and his disciples, and which was in- 
dorsed last week by 68,000 men in New York 
City and by the Knights of Labor lodges in 
their secret, oath-bound meetings. This may 
be called, for short, the St.“ George spe- 
cific for the Uls of labor. The second remedy 
is that taught by Karl Marx and now advo- 
cated in this country by the daughter of Marx, 
by her husband, Dr. Aveling of England, 
and by Herr Liebknecht of Germany. It 
may be called the “St.” Mark or Anglo- 
Teutonic scheme. 

The St. George specific proposes: (1) The 
confiscation of all property in land by the 
imposition of a tax which would in effect be 
as grinding a rack rent as the crofters of 
Scotland, the peasants of Ireland, the fella- 
heen of Egypt, or the ryots of India ever 
groaned under or revolted against. For the 
purpose of making this tax as crushing as 
possible the St. Georgeites would abolish all 
other taxes whatsoever—taxes on improve- 
ments, on houses, on valuables, and on all 
personal property—repeal the internal- 
revenue laws (so the worker would have 
cheap whisky and get drunk on half of what 
it now costs), and abolish all custom-houses 
and open our ports to the free importation of 
all foreign manufactures; with the land tax 
the National Government is to be supported, 
the enormous and ever-growing pensions to 
be paid, and all the State, County, and City 
Governments to be conducted. The land tax 
would have to be five to six times higher 
than it now is throughout the whole United 
States. The George plan of making laborers 
happy does not contemplate a cent of com- 
pensation to the farmer and lot-owner for 
their loss, for the author of it aays: Private 
property in land is bold, bare, enormous 
“wrong, like that of chattel slavery.” 
(2) The confiscation of all property of 
common carriers, including railroads, tele 
graphs, steamers, schooners, etc., by the 
State. The scheme includes, of course, the 
confiscation of the property of all people who 
have invested in such property, numbering 
more than a million of men, and women, and 
Orphans. It implies also the creation of a 
hierarchy of State, city, and niunicipal offi- 
gers on the boodle-Alderman plan, in which 
the most favored of the Georgeites would 
have the fattest and the most desirable 
railroad offices, and it would also re- 


operate the roads on spoils principles. 
Lastly, the repudiation of all municipal, 
State, and National debts, for St.“ George 
says that public debts rest, like private 
property in land, on the preposterous as- 
sumption that one generation might bind an- 
other.” Thus would all public credit be de- 
stroyed. This would of course affect private 
credit as well. It would ruin millions of

THE IssUES OF THE STRIKE, 

The situation of affairs at Packingtown is 
not only simplified but intensified, as both 
sides have presented their ultimatum, The 
butchers, on the one hand, declare that eight 
hours shall constitute a day’s work, and that 
the schedule of wages shall be on the basis 


of 10 per cent reduction on all skilled labor—, 


laborers receiving $1.75 per day to receive 
$1.60, and laborers receiving 81.60 per 
day or less to have no reduction.’ The pack- 
ers, on the other hand, have decided that ten 
hours shall constitute a day’s work; that 
they Will not employ any man belonging to 
the Knights of Labor; and that all men em- 
ployed will be required to resign from such 
labor organization. 

Phe issue is thus squarely joined. It now 
remains to be seen whether the strikers, by 
resistance to the deputies, the police, and 
the military, by the use of violence on the 
one hand or of personal suasion on the 
other, can prevent thenew men from going 
to work. If they succeed in this, if they 
not only refuse to work themselves on those 
terms but can prevent or induce others not 
to take employment, they may in the end 
force the packers to rescind their resolution 
and compromise or permanently close their 
works in Chicago, as they have threatened 
to if driven to extremities. In that event 
live hogs and cattle will be shipped East and 
the business of packing will go elsewhere, 
because the packers cannot stand the loss 
of 20 per cent of idle time on their 
machinery, and plant, and capital, and 
because eight-hour work cannot success- 
fully compete with ten-hour work in 
other cities. It, on the other hand, the 
strikers refuse to go to work and cannot 
prevent the new men from taking their 
vacant places, then they will have lost the 
battle and the houses will go on without 
them, and the new men will be protected to 
the full extent of the law, which recognizes 
the right of every workman to work for 
wages and every man to employ labor on 
individual contracts between the employer 
and the employé. 

This is the situation which confronts the 
strikers, and it behooves them to consider it 
well, and, in the language of their Executive 
Committee, to conduct themselves orderly 
and boycott whisky,” which will only bring 
them into trouble. If they are not willing 
to work in Chicagoon the best terms they 
can get they have the right to seek employ- 
ment in Kansas City, Omaha, St. Louis, Min- 
neapolis, Duluth, Cincinnati, Peoria, and East- 
ern cities where the packing business is done. 
They should not encourage the expectation 
that they can successfully refuse to work 
themselves and prevent by foree othersfrom 
working who are willing and need the wages. 
It would be just as reasonable for the Stock- 
Yards ers to mob the smalier concerns 
about the city which have announced that 
they will run on eight hours while the larger 
ones are remaining idle. They have the 
right to strike, the right to keep up their or- 
ganization and obey their walking delegates, 
and the right to go elsewhere if they are dis- 
satisfied; but they have no right to interfere 
with the business of their employers or the 
right of other men to labor. This the law 
has decided over and over again, and in the 
end the law will prevail. The married men 
among the strikers should consider their sit- 
uation and its possibilities coolly and calmly, 
and ask themselves whether they can afford 
to follow their present policy to the bitter 
end upon the verge of winter, with thou- 
sands of men ready and anxious to step into 
their places. 


Tux key to the misery of the times,” 
said Aveling in his Communistic harangue, 
“is two words—unpaid labor. 
“The workingmen are paid for three or 
four hours out of the ten they work.” 
This is of course a deliberate untruth. But 
if the workingmen are dissatisfied, or this as- 
sertion is even half true, why do they not set 
up for themselves? Why do they not form 
operative societies? Why do not the 
Stock-Yards strikers, for instance, go into 
the butchering business on their own account 
under the codperative plan if it yields such 
profits? If they can earn three times more 
if they combine among themselves why don’t 
they doit? They can easily procure the 
services of bright, able businessanen who 
will do their buying and selling for them 
honestly and faithfully. The law facilitates 
the formation of codperative societies. Why 
do not the strikers unite and go into business 
and earn the eight to ten dollars a day which 
this foreigner says their work is worth to 
the packers? Some of them have been 
earning $27 a week, which ought to have en- 
abled them to put by a little capital—unless 
they. wasted it in the Stock-Yards saloons, 
But the fact is, in the case of the Stock- 
Yards strike, that the strikers are not so 
much dissatisfied with the wages as that 
they. have not succeeded in reducing the 
hours of work. 


Here is another absurd fallacy of Aveling: 


The man who invests $1,000 and receives the 5 
per chunt it earus does not earn that $50, though 
he may have earned the original $1,000, 


In earning the $1,000 the man earned the 
money with all its future possibilities, just 
as the man who earns $27 per week earns 
that money and is free to put it to what use 
he wishes—out at interest at the rate of 6 or 
7 per cent, or in a house and lot, or it may be 
into the business of the firm for which he 
works, thus becoming a capitalist himself. 
Dr. Aveling probably is ignorant of the fact 
that the capitalists of the Stock-Yards were 
in most instances wage-workers themselves, 
who saved their earnings and judiciously 
invested them, thus becoming capitalists, and 
attended closely to their business and kept 
out of the saloons. Nearly adozen of them 
are from a country where the Government of 
Dr. Aveling’s country deprived them of al- 
most the right to live, and which enacted 
laws to rob, debase, and degrade them.

where, in the language of one of themselves, 
they “could earn more wages than in any 
other part of the world —and at least three 
times as much as they could earn in the 
countries from which most of them came— 
did not try to break the peace. 

Capital and labor are enemies because 
society rested on an immense injustice,” said 
Aveling® No. Capital and honest labor are 
not at enmity in the case to which he 
alludes. Capital is paying for the defense 
of labor against violent idlers, who are most 
of them the dupes of demagogs of the Martin 
Irons sort. The civil and military forces 
would be employed against capitalists who 
would assault labor just as freely and as 
promptly as it has been used in defense of 
labor against the idlers who have armed 
themselves to assault, and who have as 
saulted and abused men who want to work. 
If the Armours, Allertons, Cudahys, Morans, 
and Swifts of the Stock-Yards should under- 
take to assault an employer who gave ten 
hours’ pay for eight hours’ work the law 
would very speedily intervene in behalf of 
the assaulted employer and would punish the 
assaulting party. Aveling ought to know 
enough to know these facts, and probably 
does, but does not possess the honesty to 
state or admit them. 


Dr. AVELING seems ambitious to be the 
Ananias of the Socialistic party. His 
harangue concerning the Anarchist trial, 
Judge Gary, and Mr. Grinnell in the Aurora 
Turner-Hall Monday night was a tissue of 
mendacious assertions.

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A GREAT DAY IN LONDON. 


THE DEMONSTRATION IN HONOR OF 
THE LORD MAYOR. 


Some Disturbance Created by the Socialists 
—Lord Salisbury’s Speech at the Even- 
ing Banquet—The Tory Premier Takes 
Occasion to Outline the Policy of His 

* Party on Various Important Questions 
—Comments of the Press. 

Lonpon, Nov. 9.—Lord Mayor's Day opened 
gloomy and dark. The police made all possi- 
ble arrangements for resisting any attempt at 
Gisorder. At an early hour shoals of roughs 
began to emerge from the sloms and make 
their way toward the sections where the So- 
Cialiste had arranged to assemble. Battalions 
of police proceeding to different points re- 
ceived hearty cheers from the people. The 
streets of the city and the West End presented 
a remarkable appearance. All the shutters of 
the shops were drawn and barricaded, and the 
iron railings were boarded with stout timber. 
Banks and other buildings were secured in a 
Similar manner. These precautions were not 
confined to the builidings on the route of the 
Lord Mayor's procession, but extended to 
streets far removed, 

The suburban police and the reserves were 
posted at prominent points, and a large mill- 


tary force and all the household troops were 
in readiness if their assistance was needed. At 


U o'clock a force of police oceupied the north 
side of Trafaigar Square. The shops in the 
vicinity were closed and the doors and win- 
Gows of the jewelry establishments heavily 
barred. Hundreds of students armed with 
sticks gathered about the square. A crowd of 
loafers arrived and were allowed to proceed to 
the entrance of the square. There they were 
met by a doubdie line of police and turned into 
the Strand. Mounted police cleared the road- 
way. 

Sir Cbarles Warren, Commissioner of the 
Metropolitan Police, visitea the square this 
morning and indicated the positions to which 
the policemen should be assigned. 

A triflmg encounter occurred In Trafalgar 
Square about noon. A mob about 800 strong, 
and marching in a body. was halted by the 
police and separated. The police then cleared 
the square and pushed the crowd toward the 


Thames embankment. There the mob haited 
and booted and groaned at the officers. Three 


Guards were drawn up and formed a cordon

The 
square soon became a centre of excitement. 
Recognized Socialist leaders bere 
and there to gather round them groups of 
men ready and willing to listen to their 

and, although most of the barangues 
were inacdible at any distance from the ora- 
tors, yet expressions and phr were often 
caught by the mob and used topics of 
heated debate among the auditors themselves. 
In this way the vast crowd was soon divided 
up into numberiess excited groups, each 
stirred up by its own spokesman, and all inde- 
pendently acy and excited. The police did 
net.attempt to interfere with the rush of the 
mob into the square, but formed à strong 
gordon around it, 

Among the speakers who addressed the 
groups was Williams, the Socialist leader. He 
spoke from the foot of the Nelson Monument. 
He declared that the populace would, should, 
and could hold an orderly meetmg to let the 
public know the amount of distress which at 
present existed among the workingmen of En- 
giand, AnowWher speaker said: 

“All the power of the country was invoked 
to prevent us from assembling in Trafaigar 
Square. Our reply to all this is that we are 
here. 1 do not desire to use rash language,

A miscelianeous crowd, numbering 2,000 per- 
sons, evaded the police and held a sort of 
meeting in Hyde Park. The Socialist leaders 
were absent. Rain was falling at the time and 
the crowd gradually dispersed, 

An Appeal to the Government.

A Review of the Day. 

Lonpon, Nov. 9.—[Copyright, 1886, by James 
Gordon Bennett. — London is rather ashamed 
ofthe pani which produced such a general 
stoppage of business. 1 drove this morning 
from Hyde Park corner to Trafalgar Square, 
hence over the route of the Lord Mayor's pro- 
cession into the city, along the streets which 
the Socialists expected to take in marching 
from the Trafaigar-Square meeting to Hyde 
Park, 1 found hundreds of shopv-fronts cov- 
ered with boards; other shops and botels had 
their shutters down and similar safeguards 
against looting. At Trafaigar Square 
nny a shop or hotel remained un- 
guarded by either boards or shutters. 
Throughout the business portion of the city I 
noticed the crowds were less dense and less 
unruly than in previous years. The Social 
Democrats bad apparentiy called all the 
rougber and more dangerous elements away 
from the city to the West Side. Old police 
men told me that for twenty-two years they 
had never seen so quiet and well-disposea a 
crowd in the city Lord Mayor's Day. At 
noon detachments of cavalry and mounted 
police began patroiling the streets along which 
the show was to pase. By their aid the prooces- 
sion reached Trafaigar Square without 
mncident. At the square an immense crowd 
ut the roughest element hed gathered, 
ready for rioting at the least 
opportunity. By the concentration of the 
troops and the police at this point the author 
ties showed that they expected a row. The 
Strand and Northumberlanad avenue were 
thickly lined on both sides with police, and 
mounted police patrolied the Embankment and 
forced the crowd in front of the Nelson Column 
to scatter. In the National Gallery several 
companies of infantry were stanoned, and tne 
terrace in tront of the National Gallery facmg 
the Nelson Column was occupied by a long 
double line of police. Later in the day a com- 
pany of the Lite Guards was brought up from 
the two regiments of cavairy heid in reserve 
near at hand and helped clear the square. 

An ugly spirit was shown several times as 
the mounted police tried to push the crowd 
back out of the way of the procession. A 
baker's cart was overturned. and looted, but 
nobody was hurt. A policeman was severely 
pummeled about the face, but the prompt 
arrest of bis assailant stopped the disturb- 


ance, 

Landeeer’s lions at the base of the Nelson 
Column were thickly covered with men and 
boys, and the six-story botels facing the square 
had all their wihdows and roofs covered with 
watchers. Some Americans who arrived at a 
hotel on the square just before the procession 
passed thought a revolution was in progress, 
and the ladies, much scared, refused to stop at 
their intended hotel, and drove off to another 
quieter one. In general the crowd remained 
absolutely quiet as the oavairy escort ana 
various city guilds passed. Several officiais 
in carriages coming next were hooted. 

A model naval steam launch with a crew 
aboard, a life-boat, and two elephants were the 
oniy parts of the procession that were cheered. 
Last of all dame the Lord Mayor in his gilded 
state coach, looking like the knave of clubs on 
cards. He passed amid storms of bisses and 
**boos,”’ but got some cheers as be turned to- 
ward the embankment. As the last coach 
turned into Northumberland avenue a dozen 
red flags were instantiy produced by Socialists 
on or near N ’s column. At once the 
crowd rushed into space at Neison’s back, 
others lined ten deep the terraces overlooking 
this space, and Socialist speakers were jerked 
upon the base of the column, threw off their 
coats and began to address the crowds, For 
the moment there was intense excitement as 
the police resolutely prepared to clear the 
square. Then came an order to allow orderly 


speaking. 

At this backdown from the police proclama- 
tion issued the same morning the Socialists 
cheered wildiy. Several attempts to start 
looting rushes from the square were 60 
promptly met by the police that this was given 
up in despair. After a nali-hour gof unim- 
portant speaking the meeting adjourned to 
Hyde Park. There was a good deal of scut- 
fling with the police as they cleared the square, 
but nothing of importance. I followed 1,000 
men who wandered up Pall Mall to Hy de Park. 
On St. James street and in frontof Lord Sal- 
isbury’s house there Were several attempts 
to start:rioting, butjthe police, who were sta- 
tioned in foree ail along the route, so prompt- 
ly dispersed ali crowds that these attempts re- 
sulted only in broken heads for the would-be 
rioters. At Hyde Park the heavy rain aided 
the police to prevent trouble, and ended what 
from the procession Up was largely a farce, 
and important merely as showing how keenly 
alive London % to danger from small mobs.

ty and immorality, and check the adulteration 
of food. The speech aise held out the promise 
of extensive amnesty for the persons convict- 
ed of participation in the riots of last spring, 
and expressed a trust that there would be a 
patriotic accord among all Belgian political 
parties to solve the recruiting question in the 
manner which interests of ‘the highest order 
demanded. The financial condition of the 
country was described as prosperous, and the 
introduction of a bill for the promotion of 
higber education was promised.

Until three weeks ago vesselmen and lake 
underwriters were congratulating each other. 
Up to that time the season bad been a remark- 
able one. Freights had been more plentiful 
and the rates of carrying had been higher than 
for many years. This made carriers feel 
good, Insurance men felt good, because 
they were getting bigh rates of pre 
miums on vessel property and bad so far 
escaped with comparatively few losses. They 
are whistiing a different tune now, for up to 
date twenty-six vessels have been wiped out 
of existence and several others thet are now 
sunk or stranded may never be recovered.

A SCHEME OF SOUTHERN DEMOCRATS. 


It Is te Refund the Cotton Tax Collected 
During the War. 

Lrrrrn Rock. Ark., Nov. 8.—[Specia!.}—The 
movement to induce Congress to refund the 
eotion tax collected during the War is growing 
throughout the South. The amount involved 
is 860, 000, 000 — stake worth fighting for. A 
concerted effort will be made to induce Con- 
gress to pass Senator Whitthorne’s bill (intro- 
duced at the last session) in December. 8. R. 
Cockrill, Vice-President of the Cotton Plant- 
ers’ Association, bas issued an address from 
his home in Pine Bluff upon the subject, in 
Which he says: 

The first thing of im noe is the passage of 
Senator Whitthorne’s bill in Congress to move 
the cotton money from Washington City to the 
cotton States,in which it was improperly col- 
lected. It does not belong to the National Goy- 
ernment. The Supreme Court has settled that 
question. The bill by Whitthorne is to send the 
money to the States from which it was collected. 
We hope to get that done when Congress meets 
in December—that is. the short session. 

Itis deemed good — equitable and just, 
that the money be held asa permanent fund to 
educate the white and black. The interest as 
collected to gointo the education fund for that 
pu . The principal to be loaned and pro- 

—— real estate to be the security. Rich and 

r get the benefit of education, both white and 
lack. The cotton planters will mo e their 
productions and start the cotton mills on the 
money borrowed. The black women to go into 
the spinning milis, because they are able to 
stand the malaria of the South, white women 
are too delicate for the South, but superior when 
they go North. Spinning-mills and cotton gins 
will stand together. Yarns will follow; 14 cents 
a pound for yarns made on our Own plantations 
and sent directly to the looms ton and 
Manchester, etc. The difference between eight 
cents and 14 cents for cotton is a grand move for 
cotton planters. 

The passage by Congress of two small bills 
wouid give us relief. e Whitthorne bill is one 
of them and most important. The other is the 
penalty act, passed during the War, which 
we want su ded in the cotton States 
alone. The Whitthorne bill and the suspension of 
the act of 1862 known as the Penalty act is all 
we ask of Congress. Pass one bill only and sus- 
pend asmall act passed in 1862 in cotton 
States only. The members or Congress from the 
cotton States can accomplish what we wish if 

will act in harmony. 

The Cotton-Planters’ Association in the ten 
cotton States, supported by thousands of cotton 
planters, hereby request every member of Con- 
Eo Congress in December tbe e to vote for 

ongress in m vote for 
the Whitthorne bill. 

The Southern members will to a great extent 
favor the bill; but Northern Democrats will 
view with alarm its passage. The taking of 
$60,000,000 from the Federal Treasury wouid 
necessarily arouse the country, and would 
have an effect on the Presidency in 1888. Un- 
der these circumstances the matter is bound 
to create a bitter aniagonism between the 
Northern and Southern wings of the Demooc- 
racy. The question is one of general interest.

THE PENSIONERS OF THE CITY. 
Measures to Be Taken for Their Relief at 


Once. 

The Board of Trustees of the Police and 
Firemen’s Relief Fund met yesterday, the 
Mayor, Chief Ebersold, Marshal Swenie, Dr. 
Henrotin, Aid. Drew and Linn, and Controller 
Schwab being present. The object was to de 
vise means by which the treasury of the fund 
could be replenished. The original sources of 
revenue for this fund are a license fee paid 
by. fire insurance co™upanies, dog licenses, 
fines under tne building ordinance and police

The “ proclamation” of the 
result, as required by the Election law,

from the tally-sbeet of the Republican clerk 
before the figures bad been written in, to ao- 
commodate the officer, who was in a hurry to 
get home. Wilcox swore that the figures on 
the police returns were exactly as he had made 
them. Neither the judges nor clerks had 
explanation to offer for the dis- 
crepancy. In announcing the decision of 
the board Judge Prendergast said that 
they all were agreed that the poll- book showed 
a total of 252 votes.

The law was well 
settled that the proclamation of the re- 
sult was the result of the election. The ma- 
jority of the board has decided that the face 
of the returns shows such adiscrepancy as to 
be worthless in ascertaining tne real vote cast. 
With that opinion the Chairman did not agree. 
The board has decided there was a proceiama- 
tion. There was some doubt as to this point. 
Mr. Wasbburne was doubtful that there was a 
prociamation. If there was no proclamation 
there could be nothing for the board to con- 
sider. The board was agreed, with the excep- 
tion of himself, that the vote should be record- 
ed 100 for Gieeson and 75 for Lawler. He 
therefore ordered that the vote be recorded. 

The other disputed precincts were quickly 
disposed of and the Second District dispute 
ended. This gives Lawier sixteen plurality 
over Gleeson, the vote standing: Lawler,

Muno, according to 
their testimony, was not sovery sober when 
he left. and they had seen Goebel watching the 
party where the deceased sat drinking and sing- 


ing.

His trunks and valise, valued at 82.500, were 
also refused him, be says, and his wite, chil- 
dren, and servants locked up in a second-story 
room.

They have so expressed themselves to the 
Live-Stock Commission, and Messrs. Pierson 
and McChesney of that body are now trying to 
fix upon the details of the work. It bas a 
ready been determined to kill all 
the animals that have been exposed, 
and where meat is found not to be infected it 
will be put on the market and sold. Just now 
the Commissioners are iooking around for 
to appraisers to determine upon the value 
of eattic, These are not easy to find, de- 
cause the Commissioners want men who are 
not sufficiently engaged in the cattle business 
to be prejudiced judges either way, and yet 
they desire to select men who know enough 
about the business to make a fair appraise 
ment. They have the names of a number of 
men under consideration, but the formal se- 
lection may not be announced fora day or 
two. The owners of infected and exposed cat- 
e announce their willingness to bave the 
animals appraised and siaughtered and wait 
for the Legisiature to avpropriate the money 
for their pay. As this sum may reach $100,-

GENIUS.

New York Post: A nice polut regarding rank 
and genius is happily settled in Bos well s Lite 
of Johnson. Said Boswell: “I consider dis- 
tinction of rank to be of so much more impor- 
tano in civilized society that if I were asked 
on the same day to dine with the first Duke in 
England and with the first man in Britain for 
menius I should hesitate which to prefer.” 
Johnson replied: To be sure, sir, if you were 
to dine only once, and it were never to be 
known where you dined, you would choose 
rather to dine with the first man for genius; 
but, to gain respect, you should dime with the 
first Duke in England. For nine people in ten 
that you meet would have a bigner opinion of 
you for having dined with a Duke; and the 
great genius himself would receive you better 
because’ you bad been with the great Duke.” 
Johnson possibly spoke from a little bitter ex- 
perience, for when he once was asked why he 
was not invited out to dine as frequently as 
Garrick was be answered as if it were a tri- 
umph to him. Because great lords and ladies 
don't like to have their mouths stopped.“ 

Here is an example ot ma palate predominat- 
ing over the brain. The origin of the red her- 
ring is traditionally this: A Yarmouth fisher- 
man had bung up some saited herrings in his 
hut, where they remained for some days ex- 
posed to the smoke from a wood fire. His at- 
tention was then, through the appetizing odor, 
called to the forgotten fish. He saw, he ate, 
and wondered! His palate was so vieased that, 
naturally thinking what was good for him must 
be equally good for the King, be sent some of 
the smoked-cured fish to King John, who was 
then at or near Norwich. The royal taste was 
charmed to the degree of granting a charter 
of incorporation to the town of which the 
humble fisherman was a native. The bur- 


gesees thereafter were made to send to the 
Sheriff of Norwich 100 herrings made into 
twenty-four pies, the pies to be delivered to 
the lord of the manor, who had to convey 
them to the King! Our English ancestors were 
animated with a most zealous love of every 
kind of fish 

That with their fins and shining scales 

Glide under the green Waves, 
and preserved the fisheries as anxiously as our 
Loug Island buntsmen preserve their tame fox 
and anise-seed bags! The culinary delicacies 
of the thirteenth and fourteenth centuries, 
among others, were the whale, grampus, por- 


poise, „ and sea-wolf. Hood rhymes 
pleasantly: 
Good Queen Bess, 
—~hearty as hippocampus, 


Broke her fast with ale and beef 
Ins of toast and the Chinese leaf, 

And in lieu of anchovy—grampus! 

Sauces ‘the zest to fish of all sorts. The 
foundation of all these sauces is the melted 
butter, prepared by this rule: Rub into a cup 
of butter a full tablespoonfui of flour, half a 
spoonful of salt, and a quarter of a spoonTtul 
of pepper; add s pintof cold water; beat 1, 
stirring it all the time; when it begins to sim- 
mer remove it from the fire; add more butter 
to make it richer. The favorit sauce of the 
Romans was anchovy. They bruised and 
bolled the anchovies over a siow fire in 
meited butter. Macrobius, who aied in 415, 
tells us a great deal about Roman 
dippers, and they had enormous cuan- 
tities of fish n them. They always began 
with a little sharpener of the appetite, what 
the Italians cali antipasti, then fish first; but 
they never heard in those days of cro- 
quets of usb, which may be made of any kind 
ot dressed fish. Separate it from the bones, 

ince it with a little seasoning, an egg beaten 
mmto a teaspoonful of flour and one of milk; 
roll it into balls, brush the outside with egg, 
and drédge it well with bread crumbs; fry of 
an agreeable brown sbade. ‘The bones, hoads, 

with an onion, an anchovy, and a pint of 
ater, stewea together, make 4 delicate 


gravy. 

For a delic!ous lobster soup put three quarts 
of veal broth into a stew-pan with celery, 
earrots, Onions at discretion, and a bunch of 
sweet herbs, three anchovies or a red berring. 
Stew gentiy for two bours, and after straining 
add to the soup the meat of three lobsters, cut 
mall, and thicken it with a little butter—a 
dessertspoonful; rub it through a sieve, then 
add it to the soup; let it simmer very gentiys 
for ten miuutes, but carefully avoid letting it 
boil jest the color should be spoiled; turn it 
into a tureen, adding the juice of a lemon, 
with a cordiai or other small glass of anchovy. 

Spinach needs to be treated with great con- 
sideration. Asa salad of distinction itis too 
often destined to severe boiling into a taste- 
less, spongy weed. Here is a Chinese method 
of preparamon: A quart of it was thoroughly 
washed and well drained; a hot frying-pan 
contained a tablespoonful of sweet, fresh lard; 
the spinach was placed in the pan and turned 
over about once a minute; half a pint of meat 
broth was added at the expiration of five min- 
utes, and the spinach was served hot, as 
green and perfect as whenit left the soil. A 
French mode of dressing spinach is somewhat 
similar. Two quarts of fresh spinach are well 
wasbed in saited boiling water, drainea, 
chopped, and heated in a frymg-pan for two 
minutes, with an ounce each of flour and but- 
ter; balf a pint of meat broth is added, the 
compound is stirred and well heated for five 
minutes, and served with sippets of fried bread. 

The good housewife’s larder is never perfect 
without something potted. Potted birds are 
baked in a pan under a crust, with a generous 
supply of seasoning and butter. When coid, 
put as many of them in a jar as can be forced 
in side by side, and cover them with clarified 
butter. Pigeons must be well cleaned, boned, 
seasoned as usual, laid very close in a baking- 
pao: cover with butter; tie very thick paper 
over them, and put the pan into the oven. 
When cold. put them very closely packed side 
by side into pots that will hold three each, and 
cover with clarified butter. 

Hen lobsters are preferred for potting. After 
they are cold select all the eatable portions. 
Beat the flesh in a mortar, seasoning it with 
salt and a mixture of pepper, mace, and finely- 
powdered nutmeg; as it is beaten incorporate 
with the paste a small quantity of clarified 
butter. Press the meat firmly into the pots 
and pour over each hot clarified butter. 

The famous and delicious cauliflower sauce 
is made by boiling a small head of caulifiower 
in two waters, changing when half done: of 
the last reserve half a teacupful; in another 
saucepan cook a minced onion and a bead of 
celery; beat the cup of water, add to it a tea- 
cupful of milk; drain and chop fine the cauli- 
flower, add it, with an onion and celery and 
three tablespoonfuls of butter covered with 
flour, to the liquid, and cook in a few minutes. 
For the maitre-d’bdtel sauce add a teaspoon- 
fai of minced parsiey which has been boiled, 
cayenne pepper, salt. a slice or two of lemon, 
and beat it into a whipped egg. 

For white sauce for fish only: To a teacup- 
ful of drawn butter add a-cup of milk in which 
a few shallots and a celery head have deen 
bolled ana strained out, with some chopped 
parsiey. A delicate zest for cold meat is a vin- 
jagret sauce. Cover some salt. pepper, and 
mustard with vinegar, and, beating with a 
fork, add fine Fiorence oil to the required 
thickness and some chopped parsley. 

Tarragon vinegar is a good member of the 
bottied fraternity. Half fli a bottle (a wine 
bottle wl do) wita tarragon leaves and fill it 
up with the best cider vinegar; cork it tightly 
and do not remove the tarragon; iet it remain 
always at the bottom.

HUSBANDS AND WIVES. 
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MATRIMONIAL PHILOSOPHY AND 
PRACTICE CONSIDERED. 


It Is Not Good for Man to Be Alone, but 
Judgment Must Be Exercised in the 
Choice of a Life Companion— From John 
Milten to Micawber—Three Lovers and 
Three Sisters— The Pictures of Wedded 
Life Drawn by Dickens. 

Brooklyn Tage: The attention aroused dur- 
ing the last few months to the subject ot mar- 
riage and divorce in different States of the 
Union, the almost incredible statistics that 
bave been given to the world through news- 
papers and societies, will probably be the most 
conspicuous subject of social scientists during 
the few years remaining of the nineteenth 
century. 
English revolutions in the past have nad an 
easy task comparatively, because the state of 
things was spasmodic and exceptional, and the 
greatest moral philosopher in England at the 
time of the first French revolution expressed 
his conviction that nations sometimes went 
mad as well as individuals, and that the en- 
thronement in a Christian temple of an Aspasia 
of the Paris demi monde was a proof of it, It 
did not take even the hiaeous Robespierre very 
long to discover that a Republic based upon 
dogmatic atheism and immortality must die in 
a few years of its own vives, that blood-poison- 
ing may kill a Commonwealth as well as a man, 
and that, as be tersely put it, if there were no 
evidence in nature and reason for the exist- 
ence of x Supreme Being, the moral arbiter of 
the world, it would be an act of prudence and 
good government to invent one. 

It is nearly nineteen hundred years ago since 
the simpie fishermen of Galilee, who were the 
first missioners of tlaaity, after listen- 
ing to their Master's views on marriage, and 
that only one article could dissolve it except 
the article of death, or the offense of infidelity, 
exciaimed in despondent tones, “If the case 
of a man be so with his wife, it is not good to 
marry.” A great many Christian philosopners 
since then have made the same reflection. 
Some, like the great Orientalist, Sir Wiliaw 
Jones, bave deciared at the outset that they 
would have notaing to do with 80 precarious a 
venture is merriage. He lived, bowever, to 
chauge bis mind, as many other philosophers 
have done. Some, like Alexander von Hum- 
boidt, the great scientist and discoverer, have 
beld to the rock of celibacy with a death grip. 
St. Paul, Sir Isaac Newton, Henry Orabbe 
Robinson, Bishop Edward Copleston, and a 
number more of eminent writers bave been 
content with the apostolic precept, Art thou 
tree from wedlock, seek not to be bound.“ 
Christian statesmen, preachers, and poets need 
to be especially careful and should sleep with 
the prose works of Jobo Milton under their 
pillow, and have his matrimonial experi- 
euces before their eyes. Some men have 
blighted their whole career by an imprudent 
marriage at the start. Others, like Micawber, 
could enjoy no real domestic happiness but 
for their state of chronic impecuniosity and 
the sanguine expectation of something turu- 
ing up. 

Many of our great authors have suffered 
much trom early disappointment. We have 
beard it said that the late President of the 
United States, James Buchanan, Washington 
Irving, and the Rev. Dr. Wiliiam A. Mubien- 
berg of St. Luke’s Episcopal Hospital, New 
York, were engaged to three sisters, who all 
died—two of consumption, tbe other losing ber 
life in aconflagration, and that the three lovers 
were faithful to the sisters till death. It is 
said that Mrs. Mary Ann Oross was bappier 
with her last commercial and unpretentious 
husband than she bad been with Mr. Lewes, to 
whom, ufder theforceof inexorable though 
unendurabie circumstances, she was consent- 
ually and not legally united. Genius is ai- 
lowed to be eccentric, but all remember the 
time when Mr. and Mrs. Lewes lived who.iy on 
the Continent, in Germany and Switzerland 
especially, so strong was the feeling, though 
mixed up with the highest appreciation ot 
their works, against the example set by them 
to English families. 

Thackeray, who in spite of Dr. Griswold’s 
remark that be was a snob, who id spite of 
other unkind cuts, was a generous-bearted 
man, though perhaps somewhat too contem- 
plative of his own literary and pbilantbropic 
firure, bad a sad time with the lady of his 
choice, though no fault of bers, but through 
the sudden jnsanity which seized her at times 
and compelled him to place ner in a private 
asylum. Like Mary Lamb's attack that led to 
the death of ber mother, it came upon her in 
paroxysms of irresponsibility, and for her 
sake the gentle Obaries”’ of Wordsworth’s 
sonnet foreswore the domestic life of other 
men which be could so heartily have enjoyed. 
Not every literary genius bas been so fortu- 
pate ian fndimg, as Wordsworth bimeeift did, 
the belp meet who seemed made for him to 
order trom Eden's portrait gallery. 

Dickens was not so fortunate, but perhaps 
he was not quite so conciliatory and gener- 
ous to his jealous and oversensitive wife as 
he might have been. He was content with a 
separate bome, however, and their obildren 
were the mutual friends and guests of both. 
The female models of Charles Dickens’ per 
tectly good or perfectly frivolous wives have 
not much inteliectusl flavor in them, and 
some of them really strike one as just too 
good to live.” What a circumambient air of 
the nursery and the pastry cook's and candy 
store pervades poor little Dora. Agnes Wick- 
feild, of course, is a real girl, Dut der lova- 
bie qualities are negatived by the misfortune 
which the architects of ber fortunes could 80 
readily have made otberwise, that she has to 
wait doing nothing till Providence removes the 
doll wife, Dora, to make way for her. There 
is more sense in the litte dwarf doli’s 
dressmaker in “Our Mutual Friend” than 
in al the Dora Copperfields thas ever 
engaged in a marriage for whose worldly duties 
they were wholly unfitted unless a doil’s heart 
makes a wise bousekeeper. But Jenny Wren 
is a doli’s dressmaker never yet excelled, and 
Lizzie Hexbam is not surpassed in nobleness 
and true womanliness by any character ever 
drawn by Dickens. On the other hand, what 
miserable figures are the Lammles and their 
triend * Fascination Fledgby.“ Poor Bella 
and John Rokesmith, however, make up for all 
deficiencies in otpers. If Charles Dickens bas 
sometimes drawiminsipid women, that must be 
called negatives,“ he bas succeeded in some 
very strong women, though not always very 
am able ones. One pities Edith Dombey, but 
can feel littie affection for ber. Her chief 
claim to sympathy is in the imperious selfish 
ness of Mr. Dombey himself and ber love for 
her old mother, the Hon, Mra. Granger, and 
poor neglected Florence Dombey are what 
chiefly make one like her. 

The pictures of wedded hfe which Dickens 
has drawn in some of bis novels of the domes- 
tic story that is illustrated on every side of us 
are never overdrawn by that great life painter. 
If it be that the good influence of Charies 
Dickens is dying out, let us hope that 1t will 
come back again before the present growing 
generation becomes graybeaded. Thackeray 
thanked God that ne could put before bis in- 
nocent girls ten years ago the pure stories of 
the purest of the English story writers, and 
the late Emperor of French, Napoleon 
Bonsparte III., presen his son, who was 
slain so unhappily by a Maori with a poisoned 
assegai, witn the whole set, beautifully 
bound and illustrated, saying that be could 
give him no literaryepresent which would do 


bim so much good 


Fainting Is Out of Fashion. 

Philadelphia Times: The great amount of 
out-of-door exercise taken by young ladies and 
women generally is, no doubt, in a great 
measure responsible for the decline of the 
practice of fainting. One of the good old

been the fainting young lady comme to 
when some one calls for a bucket of water. 
How much the joking has bad to do with stop- 
ping the practice it is hard to say, but fainting 
is now completely out of fashion, and no one 
ever sees or bears anything of it except upon 
the stage and in novels. The changed ideas 
regarding woman and ber life and sphere have 
done it. Since women, and especially young 
women, have stopped living exclusively in- 
doors fainting has become comparatively un- 
knowh, and even bysteria is rare, Plenty of 
exercise, occupation, industrial pursuits, out- 
ot-door sports— these bave bad their influence 
in making the women of today not the frail 
Ulies that wilted at the least excitement or 
tilted over in an overbeated room, but strung 
and sensible creatures, much better ted in 
every way to make a home happy.

HEALTH BECIPES. 


Hints Which May Be Valuable to Suffer- 
ers. 

Cloths dipped into hot potato water are said 
to afford immediate and complete relief in the 
severest cases of rheumatism. An exchange 
earnestly recommends the remedy to sufferers. 

Good Housckeeping says that a flannel bag 
stuffed with hops and wrung from hot vinegar 
will relieve earache speedily if it is placed over 
the ear and tne whole side of tbe face covered 
with adry flannel. 

Dr. Sackett of Ithaca publishes the following 
remedy for diphtheria: Triturate together 
equal parts of blood root ana dried sulphate of 
iron. Dose, two grains every four hours. Put 
it on the tongue dry. 

For the disagreeabie sensation known as 
heartburn, whieb so often accompanies indi- 
gestion, a saltspoonful of common salt dis- 
solved in half a winegiassful of water and 
drank is as effective a remedy as a dose of 
saleratus water. 

It is said that those who bave suffered i- 
tensely from asthma have fourd almost in- 
stant relief from a single teaspoonful of warm 
honey. A professor of medicine bas deciared 
that honey disturbs the formation of fungoid 
growtbs, and has, therefore, been of great use 
as a preventive of thrush in babies, It is also 
claimed that an oitment made of honey and 
flour is an excellent remedy for boils. The 
medical authorities claim that its internal use 
cannot be too higbiy praised. 

The juice of baif a lemon in a Klass of water 
witbout sugar will frequently cure a sick bead- 
ache. If the hands be stained there is nothing 
tha: will remove the stain better than a lemon 
or a lemon and salt. After the juice has been 
squeezed from the lemon the refuse can be 
used for this purpose. Lemon ju ee is also a 
very good remedy for rheumatism and the so- 
called billousness of spring. In the latter case 
the juice should be taken before breakfast. 
The pulp may also be eaten, avoiding every 
particle of skin.

At the 
same time, for externa! use morning and even- 
ing, be prescribes aa ointment composed of 
olei bvose., 2 o.; woghydrareg. cineri, 1 dr.; 
extacon, I dr. This treatmentis said to cure, 
in almost ali cases, in from one to two weeks, 

Dr. A. Brown, U. S. N., states in the Medical 
Record that be bas found a specific to the 
troublesome eruptions produced by the poison 
oak or poison ivy so common in our woods and 
along our old fences. This specific he finds in 
bromine, which be has used with unvarying 
success in at least forty cases. He uses the 
drug dissolved in olive oil, comoline, or glycer- 
ine in the strength of ten to twenty drops of 
bromine to the ounce of oil, and rubs the 
mixture on the affected parts two or three 
times a day. The bromine is so Volatile that 
the solution should be renewed every twenty- 
four hours. The eruption never extends after 
the first thorough applicauon, and it promptiy 
disappears within twenty-four hours if the ap- 
plication is persisted in.
